Important provisions of tlie new 


state 
law 
which 
makes 
drastic 


changes In regulations governing Ihe 
bonds of township tax collectors 
were luted today by Clerk of the 
Courts Roy D. Denner. 
Boroughs 


are not affected by the change In 
the law. 


At the same time it was revealed 


at the clerk's office that collectors, 
who will llle their bonds this spring 
for the first time under the provi- 
sions of the 1039 act which became 
effective last September 1. need file 
fidelity bonds up to only 50 per cent 
of total of Ihe county, township and 
school tax duplicates instead of the 
full amount as under the old law. 


New Provisions 


Under the old act tax collectors 


posted bonds on which court ap- 
proval was required which guaran- 
teed the collection of the entire 
duplicate with several means ol set- 
tlement, but the new act simply re- 
quires a bond guaranteeing the ac- 
counting for and paying, over of 
taxes collected. 
Bonds for school 


taxes In townships, formerly sub- 
mitted to the school board, must be 
presented to the court now. 


The complete statement from the 


clerk's office which Is of importance 
to township supervisors und school 
directors follows: 


"Under the Act of May 25, 1939, 


P. L. 21J4, the requirements of tiie 
aw relating to tax collectors' bonds 
for townships of the second class ale 
changed. The lormer law required 
that bonds be given covering the 
collection of all taxes included in 
he duplicate. 
Under the Act of 


1039 the bond Is a fidelity bond and 
covers the accounting for and pay- 
IIR over of all taxes, penalties and 
nterest collected. The amendment 
•peciflcally provides that the col- 
ector and his sureties shall be dis- 
ctwigcd from further liability as 
soon as all tax ilem.s m the dupli- 
cates are either d) collected and 
mid over, or (2) certified to the lax- 
ing authority for entry its liens in 
he nuici1 of the prolhonolary, or 
(3) returned to the county commis- 
sioners ior sale of renl estate by 
the county treasurer, or t4) in the 
:ase of occupation, poll or per cap- 
ita taxes tt record of those which 
remain uncollected IE filed with the 
tax authorities. Under tlie previous 
law a separate bond was ijlven to 
he .school district, but under the 
1U39 amendment the school taxes 
re Included in the same bond with 
lie county, township, and Instltu- 
.ion district taxes. 


Act ior Boroughs 


"The 1039 amendment applies only 


,o townships of the second class and 
docs not include boroughs. The col- 
ectiou of borough taxes Is covered 
)y the Borough Act as amended by 
the Act of July 18. 193S, P. L. 1203. 
and requires a bond conditioned that 
the tax collector shall pay over all 
taxes received and collected and ac- 
count for the whole amount of taxes 
charged and assessed In tlie dupli- 
cates, together with penalties, etc., 
by paying over the taxes, penalties, 
and interest received, showing ex- 
onerations of occupation, poll, and 
per capita taxes and by making a 
return of unpaid taxes on real es- 
tate or entering liens therefor In 
the office of the protlionotary. The

dependence." The reason he gave 
for the change was that the Amer- 
ican Revolution was significant on 
two counts, thai, of the .separation 
of the colonies fioin the mother 


country and the beginnings of the 
democratization of American society. 
He believes that the United States 
lias become what it Is as a result 
of the democratization of society 
here that gave rise to the Com- 
monwealth.

It will be 
visible as an annular eclipse along 
a pat£h about 150 miles wide 
extending across North Florida, 
South Georgia, Alabama, Miss- 
issippi, Louisiana and Texas. In 
I to annular phase the sun's disk 
will becomo a blackout with a 
ring of light around It. 


The partial phase of the eclipse 


will be seen In the remainder of 
the United States other than 
those states just named. 


These are the hours of the 


eclipse as it will be visible, here, 
on Sunday, April 7: Begins nt 
2MO p. m.; middle. 4:05 p. in. and 
ends at 5:13 p. m. '

on next "Wednesday. Tlie vernal 
equinox II. Is called. At, 1:24 p. m.

C. W. Bucher Is Rescued 
As $4,000 Fire Destroys 
Home on Baltimore RdL 


Trapped on the second floor of his blazing homo along 


the Baltimore road a mile HOlith of town about 11:20 o'clock 
this morning, Charles W. Rucher, 71-year-old former justice 
of Lhr; peace of Cumberland towiiship, was rescued by Arthur 
Cunningham, Metropolitan Edison foreman who was at work 
nearby. 


Bucher had his left hand cut as he clambered through 


the .shattered window he had kicked open after smoke had 
made it impossible for him -to reach the stairway after a 
nearly vain attempt to save clothing and other belongings. 
-Mrs. Rucher was able to leave the first floor of the house 
unassisted. 


Defective Chimney Blamed 


The fire, which is believed to have started from a defec- 


tive chimney, completely destroyed within a half hour the 
two-and-a-half story frame building which Mr. Bucher built 
himself 15 years ago. Every-* 
thing in the house was de- 
stroyed with the exception of 
un armful of his wife's dresses 
which Mr. Bucher thins from 
the second story window be- 
fore his timely rescue.

Mr. Bucher told a Gettysburg 


Times reporter that he and his wife 
had spent the morning preparing for 


sale of their household goods 


which was advertised for Saturday. 
They had been burning waste paper 
and rubbish in a fireplace. 


Mrs. Bucher called her husband 


to dinner shortly after 11 o'clock 
and It was then Mr. Bucher noticed 
a roaring sound. Investigating, he 
found flames and smoke bursting 
through the rool near the chimney 
leading from the fireplace. 


He ran to the second floor and 


attempted to save clothing, papers 
and other belongings but found his 


y to the stairway cut oft by 


smoke. Then he kicked out a second 
floor window on the west side of 
tlie house, attracting the attention 
of Cunningham who got a ladder 
at the rear of the house and helped 
him to safety. 


With a gang or electric company 


workmen Mr. Cunningham had been 
working nt replacing a pole at the 
Hunt avenue intersection several 
hundred yards west of tlie Bucher 
home when tlie foreman noticed 
smoke and flame issuing through a 
small opening in the Bucher roof.

In this volley were placed 
forty forts lor the promotion of the 
settlers, who rt>peat«Uy turned back- 
attaoks.

Muncy and Freeland raid-been rout- 
ed, a punitive expedition wiped out 
the Indians responsible. It' was in 
this section that a, trroup- of set- 
tlers drew up the Pllie Creek Dec- 
laration of Independence. 


One of the greatest massacres in 


Indian liistory took place In the 
Wyoming- valley settlement, near 
what is now Pittsburgh a militia 
o:' 300 old men and boys tried' to 
hold back a lorce of 1200 Tories 
and Indians. 
General Sullivan led 


Hie expedition that retaliated by 
defeating the Senecas and wlpinp; 
out their villages. 


In the section that now comprises 


Bedford and Westmoreland coun- 
ties, which wa.s partly claimed by 
Virginia in accordance with her 
charter of 1U09, Indians and Tories 
were especially active because of 
tho nearness of the Ohio valley 
which the British, meant to control 
at all costs. The fitihtins there was 
fierce and constant and Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia, soldiers were 
stationed there to protect the fron- 
tier folk..

Philadelphia, Maich 15 tAP).—A 


cancer Investigator concluded today 
on the basis of 2,000 case reports 
from throughout Pennsylvania Unit 
the average victim waits 10 months 
after the first symptom before visit- 
ing a physician. 


Furthermore, 
women 
postpone 


treatment an average of two weeks 
longer than men, the reports dis- 
closed. 


This tendency to delay is par- 


ticularly deplorable In a disease like 
cancer, where curability depends so 
much on how early treatment is 
started," declared Dr. Stanley 
P. 


Reimann. director of the Limkenau 
hospital research Institute. 


Doctor Rcimann Is chairman of 


the state Department of Health's di- 
vision of cancer control set up last 
July by Secretary John J. Shaw. 


The division has been giving par- 


ticular attention to the question of 
whether cancer is inherited, a que.s- 
Uontl-uit comes perennially to the lips 
of the layman and one to which sci- 
ence has so far found no satisfactory 
answer. 


Doctor Rcimann said thai a his- 


tory of cancer haa been tound among 
other members of the patient's fam- 
ily in 17 per cent of the first 2,000 
cases sent In to the division by phy- 
sicians through the state. 


-In addition to collecting Intorma- 


tfon on the presence of cancer in 
the families of patients, the division 
is filling the names of patients' chil- 
dren in order to trace their health 
in the future.
